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Clinton pledges to 
maintain foreign aid 
level to Israel 

$125m to be transferred to PA ‘in a hurry’

PRESIDENT Clinton yester¬ 
day pledged to preserve Isra¬ 
el's foreign aid package and to 
strengthen bilateral military 
cooperation. 

During his 90-minute White 
House meeting with Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin, Clin¬ 
ton also said he would “make 
the case'* to a potentially hos¬ 
tile Congress for US participa¬ 
tion in a peacekeeping force on 
the Golan Heights as part of an 
Israeli-Syrian peace. 

Regarding the recent violence 
in Gaza, Clinton said the donor 
nations intend to transfer SI25 
million to the Palestinian Author¬ 
ity “in a huny” to help stabilize 
the situation there. 

‘*1 do believe the donors must 
work to get the assistance out 
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quickly to enable the people in the 
areas to receive and to feel some 
benefits of the peace. I think that’s 
critical,'’ Clinton told reporters in 
the Oval Office after the meeting. 

The two leaders also discussed 
what Rabin called “the recent 
wave of extreme Islam” and the 
threat it poses to Israel and Mid¬ 
dle East stability, and “maybe 
even beyond that.” 

Iran's conventional and non- 
conventional weapons buildup, 
along with terrorism, represents 
“the central danger” to the re¬ 
gion, Rabin, standing next to Clin¬ 
ton. told reporters in Hebrew. 

Clinton said the donor countries 
will meet in Brussels next week to 
discuss transferring additional 


funds to the PA. 

Representatives from more 
than 40 countries convened here 
in October 19V3 and pledged $2 
billion over five years to the Pales¬ 
tinians. but only a fraction has 
been delivered so far. 

“I do think we should speed it 
up.” Clinton said. 

In response to a question from 
The Jerusalem Post. Clinton said 
he saw no “direct connection” be¬ 
tween the bleak economic situa¬ 
tion in Gaza and last weekend’s 
shootings by Palestinian police¬ 
men there that left 14 dead. 

But. he stated, “the poor in 
Gaza are clearly the targets of the 
enemies of peace. So we have to 
work harder, more aggressively, 
all of us who support the peace 
process, to try to make the bene¬ 
fits more apparent. ... There are

10,000 Gazans show support for Arafat Cement mixer crushes four 


SOME 10.000 Gazans rallied yesterday in 
support of Palestinian Authority Chairman 
Yasser Arafat, who called it “a referendum” 
for his government, the PLO and the peace 
process. 

The crowd was the same size as the one that 
welcomed Arafat upon his arrival in Gaza 
nearly five months ago. This time, however, 
the crowd included hundreds of members of 
the Fatah Hawks, the militaiy wing of Fatah in 
Gaza, who openly displayed submachine guns. 
The group had virtually dropped from sight 
since Arafat’s arrival. 

Thousands marched down Omar Mukhtar 
Street after the rally and .Hawks- fired, their 
guns in the. air. to defiance of police .regula¬ 
tions. ■ . 

l The armed demonstration was seen as a 
' warning to Hamas and the Islamic Jihad, who 
called for revenge against Arafat after last 
Friday's bloody confrontation between wor¬ 
shipers and the Palestinian Police outside the 
Palestine Mosque in Gaza City. 

Gaza City police chief, Brig. Ghazi Jabali. 
labeled a “traitor” in a Hamas leaflet Sunday, 
told The Jerusalem Post that the Fatah Hawks 
should now be considered auxiliary police. 

“Hamas knows only how to speak with 
weapons, so the Fatah Hawks will be in the 
street like Hamas. Hamas wants to destroy the 
• peace, destroy, everything- If they go some¬ 
where to make trouble, I think they will be 
finished,” Jabali said. 

However. Abdel-Rahim Dib, one of dozens 
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of Fatah Hawks who came up from Rafiah for 
the rally, told the Post, “We have been told to 
bring our weapons to demonstrations, but af¬ 
terwards we must lock them away at home.” 

In his address to the rally Arafat struck a 
moderate tone, calling for the release of pris¬ 
oners. “the first of them Sheikh Ahmed Yas¬ 
sin” the Hamas leader. 

But he added a warning. "We will not follow 
those who take orders from abroad... There 
are people who want the process [towards in¬ 
dependence] to stop.' 

Jabali took Arafat’s meaning further. “Ha¬ 
mas and Islamic Jihad are npt Palestinians. 
They belong to Iran and Jordan. I am sure 
about that.” 

A Hamas announcement in Amman called 
the rally a revolting display of power, contra¬ 
dicting reconciliation attempts and proving 
Arafat was not the president of all the people. 

Later, Arafat spoke on Palestinian radio and 
TV, calling on Palestinians to “put aside anger 
and build their state.” 

Arafat has appointed a 20-meraber public 
commission, headed by lawyer Fayez Abu 
Rahme “to cool things down and tell the other 
side it should not try to blame Fatah.” and a 
five-member judicial commission, headed by 
Gaza Chief Justice Kusai Abadleh. to deter¬ 
mine legal responsibility for Friday's riot and 
shootings. 

“Hamas considers both commissions not 


neutral.” Abu-Rahme admitted. 

Before accepting any commission “Hamas 
insists on trials for those who promoted and 
committed, ” Friday’s bloodbath, he said. 

A Hamas leaflet Sunday claimed it knew 
who these people were and identified some by 
their initials. 

A mediation team, including several leading 
Israeli Arabs, showed a reconciliation proposal 
to Hamas spokesman Dr. Mahmoud Zahar 
yesterday but received no immediate response. 

At the root of the dispute is the police claim 
that people inside the mosque opened fire first, 
which Hamas denies. 

Jabali said two or three Hamas and Islamic 
-Jihad supporters "shot r*.en praying in the 
mosque.” but “he was not sure” the gunmen 
were connected to Israel, as other police 
sources have maintained. 

Sources in the General Security Service, 
headed by Amin Hindi, told Palestinian re¬ 
porters that four people arrested for shooting 
in the mosque were “suspected collaborators" 
with Israel. 

In the street most people seemed convinced 
that Israel orchestrated Friday's bloody events. 

Khaled Taweel, who runs a textile store in 
Palestine Square, said that Israel was not only 
behind the mosque riot but also the torching of 
the Nasr movie theater on Omar Mukhtar 
Street the following day. 

"Who else would want to cause trouble 
here?” he asked.

Haifa family members to death 


A HAIFA woman, her two 
young children and their grand¬ 
mother were crushed to death by 
a cement mixer next to their 
home yesterday evening. 

The disaster occurred on the 
slope of Sderot Hatzionut, below 
Rehov Shnaim b’November, 
where work was taking place on 
extending the family’s home. 

The truck had brought a full 
load of cement for lining the roof 
of the extension when the driver 
apparently lost control of the 
vehicle. It skidded in the mud. 
slipped backwards into a hole 
and toppled over onto the 
family. 

The owner of the bouse, law- 
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yer Imad Dakwar, was on the 
roof of the building and his fam¬ 
ily was in the yard below watch¬ 
ing the proceedings and carrying 
drinks for the driver. 

Dakwar shouted a warning to 
them as the cement mixer was 
apparently maneuvering, but it 
was too late and the vehicle sud¬ 
denly toppled onto them in front 
of his eyes. 

Those killed were his wife Ji~ 
maJah. 32, their son Basel. 8, 
daughter Ulah, 4, and their 
grandmother, Leah. 

Neighbors who heard the 
sound of the crash went to help 


the frantic father as he tried in 
vain to pull his family from un¬ 
derneath the overturned truck. 

The eldest child, Jalal, 11, had 
been standing with his mother 
but went to a nearby grocery at 
the time the tragedy occurred. 
The truck driver was injured and 
was taken to the Bnai Zion Hos- 
pitaL where he was treated for 
minor injuries and detained for 
questioning. . 

Dozens of police led by Haifa 
district commander Ya'acov Bor¬ 
ovsky went to the scene as fire¬ 
men aided by Magen David 
Adorn paramedics battled to re¬ 
move the bodies.

5 IDF soldiers wounded Peres: Netzarim a thorn 
in security zone ambush which should be removed 
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■FIVE IDF soldiers were wounded 
■ yesterday, when then; patrol was 
ambushed by gunmen inside the 
security zone, in the. second such 
attack within two days. - 

One soldier suffered moderate 
wounds; two -were lightly hurt, 
iind the injuries of the other two 
were superficial:- / 

The attack on the Golani Bri¬ 
gade soldiers occurred shortly af¬ 
ter 4 p.m. east of Talousa in the 
central sector of the zone, when 
the gunmen opened fire from pre¬ 
pared coyer positions on a foot 
patrol. 

“The terrorists opened fire with 
light weapons, a machine gun-and 
an anti-tank weapon at the force 
from a distance of between 250 to 


300 meters. The troops returned 
fire and charged the hiding places 
of the terrorists," the commander 
of the force, Lt.-Col. "A”, told 
reporters in the north last night. 

He said the attack occurred in 
difficult terrain and weather con¬ 
ditions. not far from the northern 
perimeter of the zone. 

There were no reports of any 
casualties among the attackers, 
who apparently managed to es¬ 
cape northwards. 

IDF and South Lebanese Army 
gunners blasted suspected terror¬ 
ist targets north of the zone and 
the troops themselves were given 
covering fire from helicopter gun- 
ships which were also used to try

But the Industry and Trade 
Ministry said it would allow the 
import of other types of non-ko¬ 
sher meat, claiming these are not 
covered by the frozen meat 
legislation. 

Shas Knesset faction chairman 
Shlomo Benizri said last night 
that his party “was cheated. We 
did not want the legislation limit¬ 
ed to frozen meats but were told 
this would cover everything. 

“Obviously our naivete was 
exploited to create a loophole," 
Benizri said. “If Rabin wants us 
back in the coalition he will have 
to relegislate the meat imports 


law', delete the word ‘frozen’ and 
add wording that would cover all 
meal products. This law would 
have to be airtight. 

”We have here a classic case of 
departure from the status quo. 
This is a test case for Rabin, lo 
see if He is true to his promise to 
enact special legislation to pre¬ 
vent violations of the status 
quo.” 

One of Shas's demands for re¬ 
turning to the coalition is a com¬ 
mitment to pursue legislation 
that will circumvent any court at¬ 
tempt to violate the religious sta¬ 
tus quo. This demand has been 
challenged in petitions to the 
High Court of Justice, which is to 
rule on the petitions Thursday. 

While this issue arose before 
his party had actually returned to 
the coalition, Benizri said, "per¬ 
haps it is for the best. This way. 
we will see if there is any point in 


our going back." 

This newest Shas demand is al¬ 
ready generating protest in Mer- 
etz. which opposed the frozen 
meal legislation in the previous 
round of the “meat war,” but 
gave in under pressure from Ra¬ 
bin. 

Meretz sources yesterday ac¬ 
cused Shas of trying to extort 
more without any intention of 
joining the coalition, in an at¬ 
tempt to score points with the 
Shas electorate. 

If legislation is to be passed as 
speedily as Shas demands, it 
must he presented as a govern¬ 
ment-sponsored bill. Such bills 
are given priority and are pro¬ 
cessed more rapidly. 

The problem for Rabin is that 
gening the cabinet to approve 
such a bill would pit him against 
Meretz and many in his party as 
well.

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Vilna’i: No changes at Netzarim 


OPEN-FIRE guidelines in the 
Gaza Strip differ from place to 
place and are designed to provide 
varying answers to a very complex 
situation, Maj.-Gen. Matan Vil¬ 
na’i, deputy chief of staff designate 
and former. OC Southern Com¬ 
mand, said yesterday. 

The Southern Command clari¬ 
fied yesterday that it does not in¬ 
tend to change the tactics govern¬ 
ing the deployment of units in 
Gaza, and especially at the Net¬ 
zarim junctioa. In the past two 
days, there have been discussions 
in the command about introducing 
possible changes in outpost and 
position maintenance, io light of 
the criticism over the retreat from 
the Netzarim post 
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“It should be emphasized again 
and again if necessary: the soldiers 
did not retreat but were following 
standing orders that require them 
to reposition in the event of a pos¬ 
sible attack of a mob, in order to 
allow the Palestinian Police free¬ 
dom of operation,’ 1 a senior 
Southern Command source said 
last night 

“Secondly, at the Netzarim 
junction there is a position, not an 
outpost. By definition, different 
tactics and rules apply to a position 
and that includes evacuating it 
temporarily,” said the source. 

The southern command will rec¬ 


ommend that Chief of Staff Lt- 
Gen. Ehud Barak ask Prime Min¬ 
ister Yitzhak Rabin to reconsider 
Barak’s own suggestion that a by¬ 
pass road to Netzarim be paved. 

Yitzhak Koch, a reservist from 
the same para troop company de¬ 
ployed in Netzarim which lost four 
of its men within a week, said yes¬ 
terday that the soldiers do not un¬ 
derstand what they are doing and 
against whom they are fighting. 

“We are asked to perform tasks 
that are hard to live with. It is 
unclear who is fighting whom and 
when we are permitted to use our 
weapons. The post is wide open 
and any nut can shoot and kill 


more than one soldier. I expect 
commanders to quickly respond to 
our demands and requests and im¬ 
prove our situation,” Koch, who 
completed his reserve duty Sun¬ 
day, said on Israel Television. 

Vilna’i, who was responding to 
soldiers’ allegations that they are 
unclear concerning the use of 
arms, said the IDF does not and 
will not establish a dialogue with 
soldiers through the media. 

Speaking on Channel One, Vil¬ 
na’i stressed that soldiers under 
attack may shoot if their lives are 
threatened. 

“There are places where these 
guidelines are further eased, but 
there is no place for trigger-happi¬ 
ness,” Vilna’i said. 


Call for ‘resistance’ to uprooting Netzarim 


A GROUP of settlement leaders 
called yesterday for “active resis¬ 
tance” if a derision is made to 
uproot Netzarim, without defining 
exactly what “active resistance” 
means. 

The call came after a meeting of 
the Council of Jewish Communi¬ 
ties in Judea, Samaria and Gaza’s 
directorate in Kedumim. 

* ‘Active resistance does not 
mean civil war, and it does not 
mean taking up arms,” council 
head Uri Ariel said after the meet¬ 
ing. Asked if it means fistfighis

with soldiers who may come to 
take settlers away, Ariel said: “I 
hope the government would never 
give this type of order.” He would 
not elaborate. 

Ariel termed “ridiculous” state¬ 
ments attributed to Elkana Local 
Council head Nissan Smolianski 
last week that plans were being 
drawn up to combat the disman¬ 
tling of settlements by placing land 
mines on roads to settlements if an 
evacuation order ever comes. 

The council yesterday also 


called upon settlement leaders and 
supporters of the movement to go 
and live for various periods of time 
in Netzarim. “Netzarim is current¬ 
ly the settlement facing the most 
pressure,” Ariel said. “It is impor¬ 
tant to show our support.” 

Ariel said the call for people to 
go to Netzarim was not an attempt 
to flood the settlement with people 
so it would be more difficult to 
evacuate them if and when the 
time comes, but rather “just a way 
to show support.” 


Some 1,000 people went to Net¬ 
zarim over Shabbal, and Ariel said 
that a number of groups are also 
scheduled to go there on Shabbat 
for the Dext two weeks. 

The council's meeting was held 
in Kedumim yesterday to coincide 
with a tree planting ceremony that 
took place at the settlement in the 
presence of a group of Dutch 
Christian supporters of the settle¬ 
ment movement. 

“Christians for Israel” raised 
some N1S 150,000 last year for 
various projects in the settle¬ 
ments, most of them in Kedumim.

with riot equipment such as tear 
gas, water cannon and sticks, so 
that the police no longer face just 
two options: shooting or running 
away,” he said. 

Shaath said no compromise was 
possible with Hamas on the PA’s 
decision to appoint two commis¬ 
sions of inquiry: a fact-finding 
commission which he described as 
apolitical and which would include 
Hamas, and a judicial one headed 
by the attorney-general .which 
would be authorized to investigate 
Friday’s shoot-out and to file 
charges. 

He said Hamas was opposed to 
the judicial committee'ahd wa£ 
therefore threatening to boycott 
the fact-finding committee. Ha¬ 
mas also insists that the fact-find¬ 
ing committee’s results be binding, 
rather than those of the judicial 
commission. “If Hamas refuses to 
join the fact-finding committee, 
we will just drop it and appoint the 
judicial commission only,’* he 
said.

ON the ninth anniversary of his 
arrest Jonathan Pollard was back 
in the headlines yesterday when a 
dated CIA statement was pub¬ 
lished by a defense newsletter, and 
then circulated by most American 
news organizations. 

CIA documents say Pollard 
should be kept in prison because 
he knows too much and has shown 
he will still divulge national se¬ 
crets, Defense Week reported 
yesterday. 

In Langley, Virginia, the CIA 
sought to distance itself from the 
story. 

“This is not new,*’ sud 'fcit: 
Mansfield; a-spokesman for the

Hie CIA statement on Pollard 
was written last April in response 
to a question that had been asked 
at hearings held by the Senate Se¬ 
lect Committee on Intelligence, 
said Mansfield. 

The CIA’s answer, on behalf of 
“Che whole intelligence commun¬ 
ity,” Mansfield said, stated that 
Pollard was a continuing security 
risk. 

In its official answer, the OA 
also said, “Pollard is not a violent 
criminal. However, he retains the 
ability to harm oar national securi¬ 
ty because of his intelligence, his 
power of recollection, his history 
of significant emotional instability. 


his history of drug abuse and his 
overriding loyalty to another 
country." 

That material was part of the 
transcript that was sent to the US 
Government Printing Office on 
July 21 and became available 
about a week later, according to a 
committee staff member. 

Defense Week’s story indicated 
that the CIA comments were 
made in April. 

“J don’t know why it’s news to 
either Defense Week or to the vast 
array of reporters who picked up 
on it,” said Nancy Luque, who has 
been Pollard’s attorney since the 
beginningjF©f September*- “It-5- no 
accident that these old, unsubstan¬ 
tiated claims are being trotted out 
on the day [Prime Minister] Rabin 
is in Washington.” 

It was unclear whether Rabin 
raised the issue of Pollard’s release 
during his meeting with President 
Clinton yesterday. 

Pollard, who was arrested in 
1985 outside the Israeli Embassy 
in Washington, was convicted of 
spying for Israel in 1987 and was 
sentenced to life in prison. Last 
year, outgoing Defense Secretary • 
Les Aspin recommended that 
Clinton not give leniency to Pol¬ 
lard, saying the one-time Navy an¬ 
alyst had tried to slip classified in¬ 
formation into 14 letters. 


LIKUD Chairman Binvamin Ne¬ 
tanyahu yesterday accused Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin of “insult¬ 
ing and abusing more than half of 
Israeli public opinion,” when he 
lashed out at the Likud for “sup¬ 
posedly lobbying in Washington 
against the idea of Americans on 
the Golan.” 

Rabin’s problem, Netanyahn 
said, “is that public opinion in the 
US is overwhelmingly against his 
notion of stationing American 
troops on the Golan,” in the event 
of a peace accord with Syria. 

Netanyahu, who, like Rabin, 
was in the US, said the premier 
“did not exactly keep his cool and 
maintain decorum and composure 
when he lashed out with such ve¬ 
hemence against the Likud.” 

Three former officials of the 
Shamir government - Yigal Car- 
mon, Yoram Ettinger and Yossi 
Ben-Aharon - have visited Wash¬ 
ington twice recently to discuss the 
possible stationing of US troops on 


Exuding anger, Rabin said the 
late prime minister Menachem Be¬ 
gin “had courage and vision,” 
whOe the actions of “these Israe¬ 
lis” serve to “subvert the Israel- - 
US relationship.” 

Rabin told the staff they will 
“have a problem dealing with Is¬ 
raelis that transmit untrue things 
in America.”

Rabbi says Hamas cleric seeks dialogue

A LEADING Hamas cleric con¬ 
demned terror and said be would 
like to have a dialogue with foe 
Jewish people. Rabbi Meoahem 
Fro man of Tekoa said yesterday. 

Froman said that Talal Fider, 
head of the Young Moslem Asso¬ 
ciation in Hebron and one of the 
Hamas and Islamic Jihad activists 
deported to Lebanon in 1992, told 
him that “he condemns terror, nor 
only against women and children, 
but also against IDF soldiers. 

“He said that this is evil in 
God’s eyes, and that there are Ha¬ 
mas supporters who reject terror¬ 
ism,” Froman said. 

But Rafi Yisraeli, a Hebrew 
University specialist on Islamic 
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fundamentalism, said the com¬ 
ments are insignificant because 
they were said in private. 

Froman who believes religious 
dialogue can bring Moslems and 
Jews together, has for years held 
conversations with Hamas clerics. 

Froman said his talks are aimed 
at trying to bring about a cease-fire 
between Hamas and Israel, but 
can only be effective if Israel con¬ 
tinues to track down and capture 
or kill “Hamas terror gangs. There 
is no value in talks with Hamas if 
they don’t see that they will be 
unable to achieve anything 
through terror.” he said. 

Froman, who said that he briefs 


some ministers about his talks with 
Hamas, said he was told by “de¬ 
fense sources that Fider could not 
have made these comments with¬ 
out the support of the Hamas 
leadership.” 

But Yisraeli said this conversa¬ 
tion reminds him of the talks US 
President Bjll Clinton bad with 
Syrian President Hafez Assad in 
Damascus last month, in which 
Assad reportedly denounced ter¬ 
rorism in private, but was not wil¬ 
ing to do so at the press conference 
that followed. 

Yisraeli said Froman is “naive” 
and is “being used by Hamas in 
order to project a moderate 
image.”

’Teres gave me a message for the Syrian president,” Menem 
told reporters after meeting visiting US Defense Secretary. 
William Perry in Buenos Aires before leaving for Damascus. “I 
will inform about the results in due course/ ’ he added without 
elaborating. 

Menem has said one of the main goals of his trip is to try to 
help with the Middle East peace process. 

Deafer robbed of jewels in Ashkeion 

Jewels worth some S100,000 were stolen from a jewelry dealer in 
Ashkeion last night by a masked thief who ambushed the dealer 
outside his home and threatened him with an Uzi submachine 
gun.

Yesterday, Justices Dov Levine, 
Daiia Doroer and Zvi Tal beard 
throe petitions against the sealing 
by foe terrorists’ fathers, Yusra 
Ya’amur, Teisar Natshe and Yas¬ 
sin Bader. 

Levine opened the hearing by 
asking the petitioners whether 
there was any point in even bear¬ 
ing the case, given last week’s rul¬ 
ing by four justices in favor of 
destroying the house of the Tel 
Aviv bus bomber. Sealing a bouse, 
he pointed out, is a less severe 
sanction than demolition. 

The petitioners' lawyers, how¬ 
ever, refused to withdraw (heir pe¬ 
titions. 

Ibrahim Abu Ala argued that 
foe decision was discriminatory, 
since foe house of Baruch Gold¬ 
stein, who committed the Macfa- 
pela Cave massacre, had not been 
sealed. 


The state responded that Go’d- 
stein acted alone, while Wachs- 
roan’s kidnappers were part of an 
organization which planned more 
attacks; thus, there was no need 
for deterrence in Goldstein’s case, 
but there was in this instance. 

Abu Ata, however, insisted that 
Goldstein was part of an organiza¬ 
tion; why else bad several former 
Kach activists been put in adminis¬ 
trative detention right after the 
massacre? 

Levine, however, showed no 
patience for this argument. A stale 
commission of inquiry had spent 
weeks investigating the matter, 
and concluded unanimously that 
Goldstein acted alone, he said. 
The justices were equally unsy- 
pathetic to attorney Awni Yagh- 
ouris claim that the terrorists had 
not really meant to kill Wachs¬ 
man; they would have released 
him if foe army bad not attacked, 
even if their demands were not 
meant, he said.

Winter expected with a vengeance today 


THE meteorological service is¬ 
sued storm warnings for today and 
tomorrow as gale force winds 
swept parts of the Mediterranean, 
heralding heavy rains and thun¬ 
derstorms over most of the 
country. 

Zvi Alperson, director of the 
meteorological service, said the 
rain forecast for today and tomor¬ 
row was expected to be heavy and 
there would be a risk of flooding in 
low-lying areas. 

“There is a low pressure center 
between Crete and Cyprus which 
has caused very stormy weather 
there and which is moving towards 
ns slowly/* said Alperson. 

‘‘This has been characterized by 
very strung winds gosling to gale 
force at sea and creating waves up 
to five meters high. Closer to our

shores the waves are expected to 
reach heights of between two to 
three meters,” he said. 

.The strong southwesterly winds 
were already being felt in parts of 
the north yesterday, although the 
rain was light and localized. 

Alperson noted that precipita¬ 
tion in the past month had been 
higrhftr than no rmal for this time of 
year and had reached as much as 
30 per cent of the total average 
winter rainfall in some parts of the 
country. He noted that the amount 
of rainfall was almost double the 
average for this period. 

Alperson said the sendee had 
received a letter from the World 
Meteorological Sendee of the UN 
requesting research information 


into the “catastrophic storms” thfil 
had swept parts of the Middle 
East, especially Egypt and south¬ 
ern Israel, as well as parts of Italy 
and Greece recently. 

The request for information fol¬ 
lows reports of climatic changes 
around the globe and in the region 
in particular which has led to ex¬ 
tremes in weather conditions. 

The rainfall in Israel so far has 
not, however, had any marked ef¬ 
fect on the level of water in the 
Kinneret. Zvi Ortenberg, director 
of the Lake Kinneret Authority, 
said that the level had risen four 
centime tern in two days last Sun¬ 
day and Monday following heavy 

r ains . 

Since then, however, he said it 


had remained stable at 211.04 me¬ 
ters below sea-level, more than 
two meters below the maximum 
mark. 

“The extremely dry weather 
that preceded the rains created a 
situation whereby the water was 
simply soaked up by the ground 
without increasing the flow of wa¬ 
ter into the lake. We are hoping 
the forecast rains will make a dif¬ 
ference,” said Ortenberg. 

The lake has also been plagued 
for the past few months by an un¬ 
usually large amount of algae, 
known locally as blue algae, which 
has only recently begun to 
dissipate. 

Ortenberg said experts were still 
investigating the cause of the phe¬ 
nomenon, as well as how to pre¬ 
vent a reoccurrence. 


Commissioner 
4 warns: We may 
need to filter 
Kinneret in ’96

DUE to the poor quality of Israel’s 
water, it will be necessary to start 
filtering the Kinneret and various 
other water sources by 1996, Wa¬ 
ter Commissioner Gideon Tsur 
told the Knesset State Control 
Committee yesterday. 

: Tsur said the commission and 
Mekorot, the state water compa¬ 
ny, plan to set up a $100 million 
filtering system for this purpose. 

' The committee was discussing 
the state comptroller’s findings 
which showed that water quality in 
Israel is much poorer than in other 
Western countries, and that the 
country is also rapidly heading to¬ 
ward a serious water shortage. Ag¬ 
riculture Minister Ya’acov Tsur 
said that within 10 to 15 years, the 
country will be short 400 million 
cubic meters of water per year. 

In the long run, he said, the only 
solution to this problem is desali¬ 
nation. In the short term, he called 
for plants to purify sewage water. 

Committee chairman David 
Magen (Likud) said that while the 
ministry and the Water Commis¬ 
sion appeared to be taking the 
problem seriously, they were not 
moving as ‘quickly as the gravity of 
the situation warranted. He asked 
for a report on what the commis¬ 
sion was doing to speed up imple¬ 
mentation of its plans. 


Albeck: Nebi SamwiI construction was 
blocked to stop religious building 


A FORMER Justice Ministry offi¬ 
cial told the Jerusalem District 
Court yesterday she believed the 
government held up construction 
in Nebi SamwiI as pan of a policy 
to. discourage budding for the reli¬ 
gious sector. 

Ptia Albeck, formerly head of 
the dvfl division in the State At¬ 
torney’s Office, testified yesterday 
in the trial of former interior min¬ 
ister Aryeb Deri that the delay 
“was one of the many ways of 


harming religious people.” 

Albeck was responding to a 
question by Deri’s lawyer, Dan 
Avi-Yitzhak, who asked her 
whether the government had tried 
to harm the organization which 
sought to build for the religious at 
Nebi SamwiI. 

Deri is charged with fraud and 
breach of the public trust for, 
among other things, trying to use 
his clout as Interior Ministry direc¬ 
tor-general to find alternative 


lands for the Moreshet Binyamin 
association, which sold property 
that was not zoned for 
construction. 

Albeck, who is considered an 
expert on property law in Judea 
and Samaria, said she had not 
been consulted before the state 
formulated its position regarding 
the land at Nebi SamwiL 

Yesterday, for the second time in 
the trial, part of the proceedings were 
held behind closed doors. (Itim) 


Wandering hanukkia found by 
artisan, thanks to holiday stamp

THANKS to a holiday stamp to be issued by the 
Philatelic Services next week, a 85-year-old Beit 
She'an man has been reunited with a hanukkia that 
he made almost half a century ago in Morocco, from 
sardine cans and pieces of glass and doth. 

Adi Neuman, the 16-year-old granddaughter of 
artisan Meir Ben-Ami, received a pamphlet about the 
new issues as a subscriber to the Philatelic Services. 

One of the stamps depicted the type of Hanukka 
candelabrum that her grandfather had given her 
when she was a small child. Her mother quickly 
confirmed this. 

After contacting the Philatelic Services, the Neu¬ 
man family learned that the hanukkia on the stamp is 
part of a collection housed in the Israel Museum in 
Jerusalem. They and Ben-Ami, who continues to 
make candelabra in a pensioners* dub in Beit She'an, 
had not been aware that the museum had iL 


Decades ago, Ben-Ami was an ironworker in the 
Moroccan village of Mazagan. His hobby was making 
hanukkiot out of cheap metal used for making sar¬ 
dine cans and other materials. At the end of World 
War n. a Jewish American soldier saw his work and 
asked to buy a hanukkia; instead, Ben-Ami gave him 
one as a present 

The soldier, in fact, was a collector of Judaica, and 
years later he gave Ben-Ami's unusual candelabrum 
to the Israel Museum as an anonymous donor. Adi, 
her grandfather and the resr of the family recently 
were invited to the museum, and Ben-Ami immedi¬ 
ately identified his work. 

The NIS 1.50 stamp, designed by Yigal Gabbai, is 
the fourth in a series of Hanukka stamps. An addi¬ 
tional hanukkia will be shown on a holiday stamp 
each year until 1998, when Israel’s 50th anniversary 
wifi be marked.

Sanctions 
for divorce 
refusal 
to apply 
also to 
women

SANCTIONS for refusing to di¬ 
vorce your spouse should apply to 
women as well as men, the Knes¬ 
set Law Committee decided 
yesterday. 

It was discussing a government 
bill to enable rabbinical courts to 
impose sanctions on recalcitrant 
husbands, as a way of reducing the 
number of agunot. 

The committee decided that 
while men who refuse to divorce 
their wives are the main problem, 
husbands can also be trapped in 
unwanted marriages by women 
who refuse to accept a divorce. 
Therefore, the sanctions should 
apply to both sexes. 

The committee also approved 
all but one of the proposed sanc¬ 
tions. If the bill passes, the rabbin¬ 
ical courts will be able to prevent 
the recalcitrant spouse from leav¬ 
ing the country; receiving a pass¬ 
port or a professional license; be¬ 
ing appointed to any post in the 
civil service, local authorities, 
army or police; or opening a bank 
account and writing checks. They 
will also be able to take away the 
person’s driver’s license. 

The panel decided not to allow 
the courts to deprive a recalcitrant 
spouse of his credit cards, howev¬ 
er, on the grounds that this was 
unnecessary. Once a person has 
been denied the right to open a 
bank account or write checks, ex¬ 
plained committee chairman Dedi 
Zucker (Meretz), the banks and 
the credit card companies mil al¬ 
most certainly deprive him of his 
card in any case. 

The bill leaves the question of 
which, if any, of the sanctions to 
impose in a given case to the 
courts’ discretion.

Ashdod man charged with 
stealing, selling arms

Man gets 
life for 
murdering 


YORAM Uvraty, 22, of Ashdod. 
was charged yesterday with con¬ 
spiracy. burglary, and illegal arms 
trade in connection with the theft of 
20 Galil rifles from the Tze'elim 
army base this summer, which he 
and his accomplices sold to Gaza 
Arabs. 

The indictment also charges Liv- 
raty with several other burglaries. 
Uvraty has turned state’s evidence 
and will be testifying against his 
accomplices. 

According to the indictment, 
which was filed in Beersheba Dis¬ 
trict Court, Uvraty and others had 
made advance contact with the 
Gaza residents, promising to sell 
them stolen army equipment. 

Following the burglary, which 


occurred the night of July 31, the 
suspects allegedly met the buyers, 
who were waiting at 
the Erez checkpoint, and received 
N1S 75,000 for the guns. 

Livraty was also charged with a 
previous theft and sale of a Galil 
rifle. On June il, the prosecution 
said, he stole a rifle from a soldier 
on Kibbutz Carmia, south of Ash- 
kelon. He allegedly sold this rifle to 
a Gaza Arab for NTS 6.000. 

In addition to the aims thefts and 
sales, Uvraty was charged with 
stealing a cement mixer from a 
building site, NTS 120,000 of radio¬ 
cassette players from a warehouse, 
and tens of thousands of shekels' 
worth of furniture from another 
warehouse and a furniture store.

Survey: Tourists from Far East 
are usually biggest spenders 


HAIM SHAPIRO 


THE big rime spenders among 
tourists to Israel are those from 
the Far East , who spend an aver¬ 
age of S188 a day, while the most 
parsimonious are the Dutch, 
whose average dally outlay is S75 a 
day. 

This was among the findings of 
a survey of tourists to Israel from 
May 1993 through May 1994, pub¬ 
lished yesterday by-the Tourism 
•Ministry. 

The ministry relied both on 
questionnaires filled out by outgo¬ 
ing visitors and by daily diaries 
which some tourists agreed to 
keep during their visit. 

Of those questioned, 63% iden¬ 
tified themselves as Christians, 
26% said they were Jews, and the 
remainder claimed other religious 
affiliations. 


Of the Americans, 42% were 
Jews, while only 20% of the Euro¬ 
pean tourists were Jewish. 

A total of 58% came on orga¬ 
nized tours, pilgrims accounted 
for 28% of the visitors, 26% came 
for sightseeing, 17% for vacation, 
and 12% to visit family or friends. 

About 12% came for business, a 
category which included confer¬ 
ences and seminars. Visitors pro¬ 
fessed to being especially happy 
with Israel’s guides, with 60% say¬ 
ing that the guides had been very 
good. About 50% said that the 
hotels and restaurants were good. 

As for the taxi drivers, less than 
half the tourists expressed satis¬ 
faction with them, but the ministry 
could not say yesterday exactly 
what the degree of dissatisfaction 
with the laid drivers had been. 


Israeli who deserted to Egypt 
in ’52 seeks to renew passport 


AN Israeli citizen wbo deserted to Egypt in the 1950s wants to 
renew his Israeli passport and come here for a visit, according to 
the Foreign Ministry. 

The request was received by the Israeli Embassy in 
Copenhagen. 

Yisrael Kalment was serving in a Naha! unit in 1952 when he 
deserted the army and snuck across the border. 

He was caught by Egyptian forces, interrogated and imprisoned 
for several years. When he was released, be left Egypt and settled 
in Denmark. There, he changed his name and acquired Danish 
citizenship. 

Recently, he approached the Israeli Embassy in Denmark and 
asked to renew his Israeli passport and received permission to visit 
Israel. Foreign Ministry sources said he submitted a similar re¬ 
quest in the 1970s. 

At that time, his passport was renewed but they could not 
guarantee him that he would not be tried for deserting the IDF 
when he arrived in Israel. 

In his recent request, Kalment also asked for an assurance that 
he would not be tried if be visited here. 

Again, the ministry refused to grant him that assurance but did 
give him a laissez-passer so he can visit here. (Itim) 


A TAIBA resident was convicted 
yesterday by the Tel Aviv District 
Court of murdering his brother, 
and was sentenced to life imprison¬ 
ment.

The prosecution charged that 
Jabara had incited All to murder 
Mustafa because Mustafa took 
photographs of his own wife in the 
nude, but defense lawyer Maxim 
Attias said this was not a motive 
for a “family honor” killing. 

Attias, who plans to appeal the 
conviction, said his client did not 
have a motive for murdering his 
brother. 

He also daimed that Awad suf¬ 
fers from a mental illness and is 
not Gt to stand trial. 

he had killed his brother to 
save his family's honor he would 
have used the shovel himself. In 
family honor killings it is the man's 
duty to carry out the killing," said 
Attias. “He would not have al¬ 
lowed a female companion to use a 
murder weapon." 

Awad confessed to the murder, 
bat Attias claimed this was the 
only incriminating evidence 
against him and as such was insuf¬ 
ficient.

IN a highly unusual arrange¬ 
ment, residents of Crown 
Heights, Brooklyn went to the 
polls Sunday in what is believed 
to be the first democratic ballot¬ 
ing for Jewish communal leader¬ 
ship in the US. 

At stake are seats on the 
Crown Heights Jewish Commu¬ 
nity Council, the community 
agency with a miliion-dollar bud¬ 
get that distributes government 
t assistance for local social welfare 
programs. 

The supervised secret balloting 
took place Sunday at a local ye- 
shiva under the terms of a court 
order. Legal action came after 
Lubavitch dissidents challenged 
the council , saying it had violated 
its by-laws, which mandate elec¬ 
tions' every two years. Elections 
had not been held for eight 
years. 

The dissidents have alleged 
misconduct and mismanagement 
by the council, a charge that has 
been vehemently denied and 
thrown back at the dissident 


group. 

The Lubavitch community is 
usually associated more with 
obedience than with openness in 
its decision-making processes. 
However, after the long illness 
and death in June of the Laba- 


vitcher rebbe, Menachem Men¬ 
del Schneerson. dissent within 
the community has bubbled to 
the surface. fT 

Whatever the underlying moti¬ 
vations, this election has provid¬ 
ed a clear view of challenges to 
existing authority. 

Rabbi Josef Baruch Spielman. 
chairman of the council for the 
last eight years, has been qnoted 
as saying: “We see this election 
as an affront to the rebbe, as an 
affront to the rabbonim . an af¬ 
front to the community.” 

"These ‘elections’ are not elec¬ 
tions, but rather a challenge to 
the rabbonim and part of an at¬ 
tempt to remove the rebbe’s rule 
from Crown Heights." says a 
handbill backing Spielman’s 
slate. . 

“Make sure that the rebbe 
rules!” 

Unlike previous elections, 

- where balloting was limited, this 
election is open to all Jews of 
Crown Heights, mclnding wom¬ 
en. Among the voters is a sub¬ 
stantial population of Russians 
who are not members of file Lu¬ 
bavitch community, but who 
have been actively courted by 
both sides.

France to 
help preserve 
Auschwitz site

PARIS (Reuter) - Prime Minis¬ 
ter Edouard Balladur said 
France will help preserve the site 
of the Nazi death camp at Ausch- 
witz-Birkenau as a historical 


monument. 

“I pledge... that France will de¬ 
vote 10 million francs ($1.87 mil¬ 
lion) to this gesture which is as 
symbolic as it is necessary." he 
told Jewish community leaders 
late on Saturday. 

He said the funds would be con¬ 
tributed to the Estee Lauder 
Foundation, which has set up an 
international project to preserve 
the site in southern Poland as a 
tribute to death camp victims. 

Among the nearly 400 guests 
addressed by Balladur was Health 
Minister Simone Veil, herself de¬ 
ported to Auschwitz as a teenager 
during World War II. Her mother, 
father and a brother died in other 
Nazi camps. 

Bahadur's pledge, and a prom¬ 
ise to tighten laws against antise¬ 
mitism and racism, were in keep¬ 
ing with a wave of soul searching 
in France about help given to the 
Nazis by local collaborators in de¬ 
porting 80,000 French Jews. 

Many, however, said Bahadur's 
statements had the ring of a cam¬ 
paign speech ahead of presidential 
elections next spring. 

France’s' total population of 
close to S5 million includes some 
700,000 Jews, the world’s fourth 
largest Jewish community after 
the United States, Israel and 
Russia. 

Influential newspaper Le 
Monde said Bahadur’s appear¬ 
ance before Jewish community 
leaders was aimed to compete 
with his right-wing rival, Paris 
Mayor Jacques Chirac, who is es¬ 
pecially attentive to Jewish causes 
and sensitivities. 

Jews made up about 1.35 mil¬ 
lion people of the estimated 1.6 
million who died in Auschwitz.

New Japanese 
electoral 
system gets 
final approval 

TOKYO (API - Japan adopted 
landmark legislation yesterday to 
reform its corruption-plagued 
electoral system, but analysts 
said much work remained to 
overhaul a decades-old system of 
pork-barrel politics. 

The redistricting bill, given fi¬ 
nal approval by the upper house 
of Parliament yesterday, is the 
product of six years of debate. 
The first election under the new 
system must be held-by 1997, but 
is likely to be called far before 
that. 

Meanwhile, the impetus to re¬ 
store public interest in politics, so 
strong a year ago under reformist 
Prime Minister Morihiro Ho- 
sokawa. has essentially died now 
that the Liberal Democrats - 
ousted last year by voters sick of 
money scandals - are back in 
power, having joined forces with 
their former Socialist rivals. 

There is also no clear sign that 
the reforms will quickly attain 
their goal of shifting campaigns 
from promises of favors to policy 
issues. 

"Just because we fixed the sys¬ 
tem doesn't mean that real change 
will happen,” former Prime Min¬ 
ister Tsutomu Hata toM reporters. 
“We need to be prepared... to 
make the system work.” 

The new system, which does 
away with the current muitiseat 
districts in favor of single-member 
districts and proportional repre¬ 
sentation. is expected to narrow 
Japan's political field from many 
small parties to two or three blocs. 

But the blocs have offered only 
identical-sounding generalities 
about their policies, leading to 
fears that competition will focus 
again on old-style pork-barrel fa¬ 
vors and protection for industries 
such as construction that contrib¬ 
ute heavily to campaigns. 

Cleaning up corruption became 
a key issue in 1988 after a series or 
money-for-favors scandals swept 
through the lop ranks of the then- 
ruling Liberal Democratic Party. 

After repealed reform attempts 
by some LDP leaders were sabo¬ 
taged by conservative party legis¬ 
lators. the parly suffered major 
defections in June 1993. Following 
an election the next month, it lost 
power for the first time since 1955. 

Work then began in earnest on 
changing the multimember dis¬ 
tricts in Parliament's more power¬ 
ful lower house. Because candi¬ 
dates from the same parly often 
ran against each other, that system 
was blamed for discouraging de¬ 
bate on policy issues and encourag¬ 
ing politicians to seek shady in¬ 
come sources to pay for big 
campaigns.

January 1994 - NATO summit 
meeting in Brussels confirms all 
previous decisions and says it is 
ready to use air strikes to help 
reopen Tuzla airport for aid flights 
if necessary. 

February 1994 - NATO gives 
Serbs 10 days to withdraw heavy 
weapons from around Sarajevo or 
hand them over to UN control.

BUCHAREST (Reuter) - Nadia 
Comaneci, the first gymnast ro get 
a perfect 10. came home to a cha¬ 
otic Romanian welcome yesterday 
five years to the day after she fled 
communist rule. 

Police outnumbered well- 
wishers and journalists, forming 
an impenetrable barrier for the 
children - many clutching bou¬ 
quets - who waited in the freezing 
night for their idol. 

"She ran away from a police 
state and she’s coming back to 
one.” said one disappointed Ro¬ 
manian trying to peer between the 
fur-hatted guards blocking the 
view of Comaneci. 

"Nadia, Nadia. Nadia,” chanted 
a band of children far too young to 


have seen anything but tapes of the 
Romanian gymnast's triumph ar the 
1976 Montreal Olympics. 

“I love you all and thanks for 
having come to the airport.” she 
gushed at well-wishers. “I re¬ 
turned often from competitions 
but this return is for me the most 
emotional one.” 

In a country which has had little 
to cheer about since the Christmas

the visit by the 32-year-old Coman¬ 
eci has national importance, with 
calls on President Ion lliescu and 
Prime Minister Nicolae Vacaroiu.

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The Netzarim debate 


F OR a majority in the government, Netzarim 
- the Gaza settlement at whose junction four 
soldiers were killed by Hamas recently - is a 
superfluous, costly security burden. 

“There is no logic in keeping this thorn, Net- 
zarim, in the middle of the thickly populated Gaza 
District,” Foreign Minister Shimon Peres has 
said. “It serves no security or economic purpose, 
and it should be dismantled. If we don’t do it 
immediately, it’s only because we don’t want it 
said about us that we capitulated under pressure.” 

Yet an Israeli evacuation of Netzarim cannot be 
construed as anything but capitulation to pressure. 
Obviously, no withdrawal would have been con¬ 
templated, at least not before the final-status talks, 
had there been no attacks on the soldiers guarding 
the neighboring junction. A “decent interval” 
between the incidents and the evacuation will not 
deceive anyone. 

To justify an evacuation, Peres and other minis¬ 
ters now portray Netzarim as a prohibitively cost¬ 
ly dot on the map. But it was a Labor government 
which decided to establish it, in July of 1971. 
Built on barren government land, Netzarim was 
intended to create a connection between the west¬ 
ern Negev and the Mediterranean, and provide an 
Israeli foothold near Gaza Port 
Such an Israeli presence takes on added signifi¬ 
cance after yesterday's reports of explosives and 
other war materiel being brought into the Strip 
from Egypt through the sea. This is a grave 
violation of the Oslo and Cairo agreements, which 
strictly prohibit the importation of “any firearms, 
ammuni tion, weapons, explosives, gunpowder or 
any related equipment” without Israeli approval. 
Moreover, at least for the next two years, Israel is 
still in charge of Gaza’s “external security.” This 
includes preventing activity in Gaza Port which is 


incompatible with the agreement 

If there is any thing wrong with the army’s 
presence at the Netzarim junction it has to do not 
with its security value, but with the soldiers’ 
confusion about what is expected of them. 

Yesterday, MK Ariel Sharon confirmed the 
validity of soldiers' complaints about the absence 
of minimal protection and adequate equipment 
There are, for example, no fences, ramparts, light¬ 
ing or fortified positions. It is an anarchic situa¬ 
tion, be said. To the general public, photographs 
of soldiers s tandin g without even helmets on their 
heads are simply incomprehensible. They stand in 
positions near the main road, where terrorist units 
can pass and fire with virtual impunity. 

Nor is it difficult to understand the soldiers' 
devastated morale. As one soldieT put it, the order 
to retreat from the junction if more than 10 yelling 
Arabs approach the position makes it difficult to 
rationalize defending it with one’s life. 

But perhaps the most disturbing aspect of the 
debate is the rationale Peres has offered for aban¬ 
doning Netzarim. To say that there is “no logic” 
in Netzarim is to mock Zionism. There is even 
less “logic” in establishing a tiny Jewish state 
where it is surrounded by 200 million Arabs. Had 
the first Zionists adopted this kind of logic, there 
would have been no such state. 

Of all the rhetoric surrounding the agreement 
with the PLO, it is this pseudo-pragmatic “post- 
Zionist” drift which is most worrisome. A fright¬ 
ening example of it was provided by Tourism 
Minister Uzi Baram, who was asked by a radio 
interviewer, “What if the Palestinians continue to 
attack us even if they do get enough money to 
rehabilitate Gaza?” 

“I'll go to the American Consulate and apply 
for a visa,” answered Baram. 


Rabin’s tirade 


P RIME Minister Yitzhak Rabin once told 
party cronies that the reason he uses uncouth 
language in attacking political adversaries is 
that the public loves it This may well be true. 
There is a populist appeal in shedding diplomatic 
niceties. Most people seem to prefer rough scraps 
to artful fencing. 

But when the nation faces some of the most 
fateful decisions in its history, and when the need 
for some semblance of mutual tolerance is critical, 
the prime minister’s curses and calumnies pro¬ 
duce a jarring dissonance. To accuse three Israeli 
former officials who inveigh in Washington 
against the government’s policies of criminal irre¬ 
sponsibility, lying, cheating, hypocrisy and sabo¬ 
tage is to stoop to a level unbefitting the country’s 
chief executive. 

The most ironic part of Rabin’s tirade against 
the three is that he invoked, as he often does, the 
precedent established by the late Menachem Be¬ 
gin. The idea of stationing American observers in 
the Sinai, said Rabin, was first suggested by Begin 
at Camp David. Now his own Likud party op¬ 
poses stationing American troops in the Golan, 
even though the principle is the same. 

Leaving aside the obvious, crucial difference 
between the two situations, Rabin seems to have 
forgotten another precedent Lobbying Congress 
against the wishes of the Israeli government did 
not start with the campaign against stationing 
American soldiers in the Golan by former direc¬ 


tor-general of the Prime Minister’s Office Yossi 
Ben-Aharon, former adviser to the prime minister 
on terrorism Yigal Cannon, and the former con¬ 
gressional liaison of the Israel embassy in Wash¬ 
ington, Yoram Ettmger. 

During the tenure of the Begin government, 
Labor party leaders lobbied in Washington to stop 
aid to Israel, to force the government to get out of 
Lebanon. And while the trio Rabin now charges 
with virtually everything but treason represent no 
one but themselves (they do not represent the 
Likud, as Rabin changes) it was Rabin himself - 
then head of the Labor party and its candidate for 
the premiership - who asked then-president 
George Bush not to grant the Shamir government 
loan guarantees before the 1992 election. 

Whether it is proper to engage in such lobbying 
does not, of course, depend on the existence of a 
precedent. Clearly, there is nothing wrong in 
explaining to American politicians why more than 
half the Israeli population opposes stationing 
American troops on the Golan. Actually lobbying 
Congressmen to vote against such a move, how¬ 
ever, should be left to American citizens. 

Implicit in Rabin’s tirade against rogue Israeli 
activity in Washington is a certain disrespect for 
American lawmakers. Surely he cannot believe 
that veteran Republican leaders like Senate Ma¬ 
jority leader Robert Dole and North Carolma Sen. 
Jesse Helms are putty in the hands of three former 
Israeli officials.

P rime Minister Rabin is in 
Washington to urge Presi¬ 
dent Clinton to speed up the 
$500 million the US promised to 
donate to the PLO. Whatever the 
reason behind Clinton's decision, 
the American taxpayer should not 
foot the bill. 

Evidence countering the PLO's 
claim that it is broke prompted 
legislators on Capitol Hill to re¬ 
quest “a report from the General 
Accounting Office [the GAO is 
the auditing arm of Congress] out¬ 
lining in detail the PLO’s assets 
around the world, as well as an 
accounting of current and project¬ 
ed income from other sources” 
(May 31, 1994). 

Maen Areikat, the PLO's media 
coordinator, wrote, in response to 
an article I published last Decem¬ 
ber listing the PLO’s assets, that 
“there is nothing wrong about the 
PLO’s investments in agribusi¬ 
ness, food processing, shoe fac¬ 
tories, oil refineries and buying 
stakes in airlines....” 

Despite the PLO’s admission of 
the range of its assets, Israel’s fi¬ 
nance minister has commented 
that “the PLO needs money be¬ 
cause it’s broke.” 

Those who initiated the investi¬ 
gation should be applauded for 
their courage, for they are report¬ 
ed to be under pressure from AI- 
PAC and the Israeli ambassador to 
Washington.

Neither he nor his organizations 
had to account to anyone for the 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
they extorted, were given, or oth¬ 
erwise acquired, legally or illegal¬ 
ly, throughout the yeaxs; nor did 
they share their fortune with their 
poverty-ridden Palestinian broth¬ 
ers in the refugee camps.

Instead, In August of this year, 
it provided only foe list of terrorist 
organizations’ assets seized in the 
US as a result of other criminal 
investigations. The Treasury’s fail¬ 
ure to comply with the law has 
made it possible for terrorist orga¬ 
nizations, including foe PLO, to 
park their money in US banks, 
maintain assets, raise funds and 
use their money with impunity. 

Had the Treasury fulfilled its re¬ 
porting obligations, GAO investi¬ 
gations would not be necessary, 
and the taxpayers’ money spent on 
this investigation would be saved. 

In spite of the lack of coopera¬ 
tion from other government agen¬ 
cies in the US and elsewhere, the 
investigators at the GAO are do¬ 
ing their best to conduct a thor¬ 
ough inquiry. 

In its efforts to reveal the world¬ 
wide assets of the PLO, the GAO 
co’ 'acted Britain’s National Crim¬ 
inal Intelligence Services (NCIS), 
whose report just over year ago 
estimated the assets of the FLO at 
$10 billion, in addition to an annu¬ 
al income of Sl.5b.-S2b., mainly 
from illegal activities. The NCIS

To infer that there are no other 
options does little credit to a people 
renowned for their brilliant intellect. 
If the Mind creates other minds and 
uses them to preserve a nation for 
four millennia, what’s the problem 
with credibility in the last few years? 
Where has all the wisdom gone, or 
the statesmanship? s 

Perhaps Eban himself suggests the 
answer when he reflects that it is 
unlikely that peace may ever again be 
attempted in this generation. That 
may well be the most encouraging 
thing he said! If the current tidal wave 
of terrorism and suicide bombings is 
peace, and if Assad is soon to contrib¬ 
ute his capstone to that effort, then 
it’s long, long overdue to look for 
another generation. 

No alternatives? Please, Mr. Eban. 
Bill Clinton, Hafez Assad, foe EEC 
and even Shimon Peres and friends 
will long be forgotten in the dost of 
history, but tire Light that is to yet be 
reflected from Israel will still be 
there. Would that a bit more confi¬ 
dence be given to allow it to shine 
now, before foe self-styled peace 
merchants serve Israel more unwar¬ 
ranted anguish, teats and senseless 
bloodshed. Yes, there is hope, but 
hardly in what’s taking place now.

A bad case of mishandling

I F the events surrounding the 
recent Amidror controversy 
are any indication, Israeli lead¬ 
ers have not only foiled to learn 
the lesson of the Agranat Commis¬ 
sion’s report on the Yom Kippur 
War, but are also behaving like the 
generals of the First World War - 
those who, as George Santayana 
said, ’‘remembered nothing and 
learned nothing.” 

Thai a senior intelligence officer 
like Brig.-Gen. Amidror should 
have departed from the official 
wisdom ' concerning the credibility 
of Syria's president was only natu¬ 
ral, and should have been consid¬ 
ered a blessing, evidence of plural¬ 
ism in action. 

But instead of using foe contro¬ 
versy as a golden opportunity to 
reassess official policy assump¬ 
tions, policy makers adopted three 
approaches, all of them dead 
wrong. 

First, the Knesset Foreign Af¬ 
fairs and Defense Committee cre¬ 
ated foe impression that foe “intel¬ 
ligence leak” constituted the heart 
of the matter. 

Leaks are regrettable. But no 
military secret was involved here. 
Hafez Assad’s record and the as¬ 
sessment of his future intentions 
have been freely discussed in the 
press. 

Second, instead of acknowledg¬ 
ing and coming to terms with this 
difference of opinion between the 
two top assessors of military intel¬ 
ligence, the chief of military intel¬ 
ligence, Gen. Uri Saguy, tried to 
argue that Amidror’s words had 
been “taken out of context,” and 
that, in fact, he and his deputy had 
meant more or less the same thing.

This is .regrettable, since anyone 
who read Amidror’s testimony 
and compared it to Saguy’s views, 
freely expressed in newspaper in¬ 
terviews, could see that the differ¬ 
ences between the two men were 


major. 

But what’s wrong with that?

THIRD, foe prime minister (who 
is also minister of defense) first 
argued that Amidror was wrong

and that the record of Assad's 
credibility was near-perfect, and 
foeo went on to debunk all mili¬ 
tary intelligence, saying this wasn’t 
the first time it had been wrong on 
issues of war and peace. Strange 
words indeed from a minister of 
defense and a former chief of foe 
General Staff. 

Of course intelligence has been 
wrong many times in the past, and 
will be wrong many times in the 
future, just as prime ministers and 
ministers of defense have been 
wrong, and will be wrong again. 

But government leaders are the 
ones who ultimately have to make 
the decisions, and for that they 
need sound, professional advice. 

They may heed that advice, or 
disregard it But under no circum¬ 


stances should they discredit the 
professionals who give it, simply 
because it goes against their own 
views, or because there have been 
major assessment blunders in the 
past 

What Prime Minister Rabin 
ought to have done was acknowl¬ 
edge a legitimate difference of 
opinion among the professionals, 
thank them for their professional¬ 
ism and courage in sticking by 
their judgment, and then decide 
how to utilize the professional 
opinions of military intelligence. 

The way he handled the Ami¬ 
dror affair will only serve to dis¬ 
courage any future disagreement 
in the top echelons of military in¬ 
telligence. At foe same time, it 
means that any serious public de¬ 
bate on Israeli-Syriao relations, 
held on the basis of well-argued 
professional opinions, is unlikely. 
This is a great pity. 

Finally, parts of the press 
seemed obsessed with the back¬ 
ground, religion and ideology of 
Amidror’s family. It was as if a 
special set of circumstances need¬ 
ed to be found to explain why one 
general might think differently 
from another, as if Amidror’s be¬ 
havior was somehow deviant 

That was a mistake. There was 
every reason to write more abouf 
the issues Amidror had raised. 
The man’s family background was 
irrelevant. It was anything but 
good journalism.

Following the GAO’s initial 
contact, the NQS's response was 
favorable, and they urged the in¬ 
vestigators to meet them in Lon¬ 
don.

Arafat and the PLO -are respon¬ 
sible for the spread of internation¬ 
al terrorism for the past three de¬ 
cades. In fact, the US still lists 
Arafat and the PLO as terrorists 
for the murder of many American 
diplomats and citizens. 

Yasser Arafat, the godfather of 
international terrorism, has now 
become the symbol of peace. 

Arafat was present in Khartoum 
at the command center in March 
1973 when foe PLO’s “Black Sep¬ 
tember” raided the Saudi Arabian 
Embassy and murdered the US 
Ambassador to Sudan, Cleo A. 
Noel, Jr, and the deputy chief of 
mission, George Curtis Moore. 

According to American intelli¬ 
gence sources, the PLO also par¬ 
ticipated in the capture and hos¬ 
tage-taking at the' American 
Embassy in Teheran in 1979. And, 
In 1985, the PLO was responsible 
for the hijacking of the Achifie 
Laura and foe brutal murder of 
the invalid Leon Kiinghoffer. The 
number of Americans and others 
killed by the PLO, too long to list 
here, unfortunately no longer 
seems to be relevant. 

In 1993, after the Guff War, the 
PLO, Hamas and Hizbullah 
signed a pact of cooperation in 
Khartoum, jointly pledging to 
fight America and foe West It has 
never been rescinded or repudiat¬ 
ed. That cooperation is today evi¬ 
dent in the Gaza Strip. 

Thus it is not inconceivable that 
the $500 million in American tax¬ 
payers’ money will be shared 
among the PLO and its terrorist 
partners. 


A - few days. ago, a young 
man of my acquaintance 
flew into .a. rage over 
something trivial like being asked 
to do his chores,, and. called his 
mother a foul name (the b-word). • 
Serious as this sounds, essential¬ 
ly it's a family matter, and foe 
family has dealt with it. I know 
that the young man, who has only 
just entered adolescence, is sorry 
about what he said. I am confident 
he won’t say it again. 

I raise foe issue because both 
the word and the attitude toward 
women it expresses are far too 
common. 

Young people are surrounded 
by negative and stereotypical im¬ 
ages. of women;, images that, de¬ 
mean and degrade, that depict 
them as trophies to be won; ob¬ 
jects of challenge, competition ' 
and conquest 

Some of those messages are 
overt: the violence directed to¬ 
ward women in movies, or the lan¬ 
guage employed by some rap art¬ 
ists. Other messages are subtle - 
the role of cheerleaders at profes- f? 
sional sporting events,, for 
example. 

Women have become very con¬ 
scious of the effect of those nega-

tive images on the psyches of 
young girls. But it is time men 
realized that those images are 
equally harmful to the psyches of 
little boys. They may become 
frustrated and angry and con¬ 
fused. Sometimes they may be¬ 
come violent. 

And so, some of the things that 
were said to that young man might 
be worth repeating.

IN FAIRNESS, I should acknowl¬ 
edge that he is normally a well- 
mannered fellow, studious and 
obedient. And I can attest that be 
comes from a good home. I know 
that no man in either his immedi¬ 
ate or extended family habitually 
uses the term. Ug 

So where did he pick it up? No’ 
mystery. He could have acquired it 
4 anywhere. Some men describe all 
* women in a derogatory way. Other 
men make a big show of exempt¬ 
ing those women /who are dose to 
them, as though holding only half 
of womankind in contempt is 
somehow all right. 

Both these attitudes say more 
about the character of the man 
who bolds them than about wom¬ 
en, foe young man was told. He 
also was reminded that the first 
order of self-respect is to respect 
others. 

And the young man was told 
that women ream to the word he 
used In the same way that blacks 
react to foe racial slur - foe n-woid 
- too often applied to them. Both 
terms carry an implication of the 
user’s superiority combined with a - 
deliberate attempt to demean. 

Both terms are loaded with the 
emotional baggage of centuries of 
subjugation. 

Some may argue that this is 
reading tod much into a mere 
word. 

After I wrote a column on the 
racial tensions between police offi¬ 
cers in Baltimore County, several 
white officers called to complain 
that their black colleagues were 
too sensitive about ethnic slurs. 
The callers said that occasional use 
of a racial slur doesn’t imply disre- 0 
spect for blacks. 

Similarly, some men cl aim tha t 
despite their crude language, they 
still respect women as equals. 

But few words can be divorced 
from their social context. And that 
is particularly true of profanity. 

The young man was told that he, 
too, was making an assertion of. • 
superiority when he cursed his 
mother. Since' this was his first use 
of the word, he was given foe ben¬ 
efit of the doubt - that he hadn’t 
thought through the implications 
of his language. But he was 
warned that he could no longer 
claim ignorance. 

_ I can no longer claim ignorance, 
either. The uproar , over foe young 
man’s outburst heightened my 
own awareness of women’s sensi¬ 
tivity to the term. Most men, my¬ 
self included, seem to view it as 
meaningless profanity. But wom¬ 
en attach far more significance to 
its usage. 

From now on, I intend to equate 
foe term wiih an ethnic slur. 

Not only will I not use it, but I 
will also not permit its us»ge in my 
presence — no more thap J allow 
people to make derogatory re¬ 
marks about any ethnic group. * 
The young man was invited to be¬ 
have similarly. I invite other men 
to join us.

NEW DIRECTIONS motivate 
the Chamber Dance company he 
created in 1970 and the guests he 
invites to the festival. This year he 
has two invited longtime friends 
and colleagues, dance r/choreogra- 
phers James Saunders and Simone 
Forti. Both, like Hetz. ore artists. 
Saunders is a sculptor and Forti a 
painter. 

The American-born Saunders 
today lives and works mainly in 
Germany. He will perform his 
composition Eye (November 24 
and December 1). danced on 
black fabric which symbolizes 
“the endless immensities of space

and time ... and the source of life 
itself.” 

Hetz taught at Saunders's 
school in Cologne and danced 
there in 1989. 

' What's important about 
James's dance,” he says, “is his 
emphasis on ■movement from the 
heart.' That's his expression, and 
what he means is that movement 
shouldn't be just a visual effect.” 

He met Forti “about 15 years 
ago. and we’ve had an ongoing 
dialogue ever since. She has an 
amazing gift to transform every¬ 
thing about her into movement.” 

Writing in 1991. The New York 
Times called Forti. also an Ameri¬ 
can, one of the key figures of post¬ 
modern dance. She has developed a 
specific body language she calls 
“natural movement,” which she de¬ 
scribes as interaction of the body 


with gravity. She'll perform Ani¬ 
mations (November 26 and De¬ 
cember 2), which blends formal 
choreography with improvisation. 

The fourth evening (November 
27 and 29) of the festival features 
works by former Hetz students 
and the presentation of a work in 
progress by Smadar Imur and Avi 
Ashraf, whose background is 
theater. 

Hetz lectured on chamber 
dance last summer at the Ghent 
Museum of Modern An, where 
the exhibition “This Is the Show 
and the Show Is Many Things” 
featured 13 installations. 

“The show's emphasis was pro¬ 
cess, not product, and that’s my 
point as well. We’re always chang¬ 
ing, transforming, and what exists 
isn’t necessarily what's most im¬ 
portant,” Hetz says.

MELDS of Gold. The Best of 
Sting (Helicon) is an album 
of the “to have and to hold” 
variety. 

If you're a Sting aficionado, you 
probably already own recordings 
of most of these 17 songs. But if, 
like myself, your passion waned 
after the high point of Nothing 
Like The Sun. this collection pre¬ 
sents a welcome edit of his more 
recent material, containing only 
.“All This Time,” “Mad About 
.You," and “Why Should I Cry For 
■You” from The Soul Cages , and 
/‘‘Fields of Gold” and “If 1 Ever 
Lose My Faith In You” from Ten 
•Summoner's Tales. 

These are interspersed with 
classics like “Fragile" (in both En¬ 
glish and Portuguese). “We’ll Be 
Together Tonight,” and “They 
•Dance Alone." 

. The disc opens with one of two 
.new recordings. “When We 
Dance" is, like all of Sting’s mate¬ 
rial. superlatively produced. 
Working with longrime produc¬ 
tion collaborator Hugh Padgham, 
he offers layer upon layer of sub¬ 
tle, effortlessly musical sound. 
There is something new and in¬ 
triguing happening until the last 
second. 

However, even this can't erase 
: the suspicion that the song is most¬ 
ly an outtake from Nothing Like 
The Sun. The familiar, content is 
about competing for a wife, and 
it’s only when Sting brings the 
.'song into the married present with 
| the CTy “I’m. still in love with you” 
that we get a burst of immediacy. 
When he repeats it, it’s truly 
affecting. 

But the following song, “If You 
- Love Somebody Set Them Free." 
from The Dream Of Blue Turtles , 

• still blasts it off the stage. Exuber¬ 
ant and fresh, it is much more 
engaging than the refinement with 
which Sting describes standing by 
your woman. 

“It’s Probably Me,” with Eric 
’.Clapton, taken from the motion 
: picture Lethal Weapon3, provides 
' another victory of sorts. Leaning 
‘ -on the talents of cowriter and pro¬ 
ducer Michael Kamen. the two 
'•have managed to produce a song 
-.which acknowledges the reiuc- 

• lance of the singer's devotion, yet 
;,gets down to the bottom line of 

total loyalty. 

The song is not as arresting as 
.“Russians” or “Love Is The Sey- 
‘ enth Wave," also featured on the 
disc; but then again, few songs in 


the history of popular music are. 

The second new song is also 
much less accessible than his big 
ones, but “This Cowboy Song” is 
decidedly interesting. A far cry 
from “Fields of Gold," it's an ex¬ 
ploration of the patches of desert 
in between love's peak 
experiences. 

Its singer would like to be some 
sort of saintly and/or romantic 
hero. He is well aware that there 
will be the “devil to pay on Judg¬ 
ment Day,” but equally clear that 
“this cowboy song is all I know.” 
It ends with some great improvisa¬ 
tions! piano that really cuts 
through the weight of whatever 
moral dilemmas are holding the 
man down. The collection closes 
with “Fragile” in Portuguese. It’s ■ 
quite a show. 

COMPARED TO STING, the 
milkman’s son turned gentleman 
organic farmer, Jimmy Page and 
Robert Plant, reunited veterans of 
Led Zeppelin, are as raw as a' cou¬ 
ple of longshoremen. 

On No Quarter, Jimmy Page 
and Robert Plant Unledded (Heli¬ 
con) they are truly the salt of the 
earth. Forget designer causes like 
saving the rain forest, these guys 
are off to pick up where the Cru¬ 
sades left off. It’s “Onward Chris¬ 
tian Soldiers” with an evolution¬ 
ary twist: instead of slaughtering 
the infidel, they jam with both him 
and her. And die results' are as 
'much of.an antidote to the threat 
of the last jihad as anything I’ve 
ever heard. 

The Moroccan and Egyptian 
musicians who kick out the jams 
with Page and Plant are the local 
equivalent of heavy metal. There 
is no Paul Simon on this scene 
keeping everything under intellec¬ 
tual control. These are peasants 
playing from the gut, the heart 
and the soul. 

Hie result is quite magnificent. 
The blend of darbukkas. heavy 
Arabic strings, metal guitar and 
Plant’s occasionally Neanderthal 
vocal vulnerability has to be heard 
to be believed. You may not want 
to hear it again and again, but if 
you live on the cultural cusp tbat is 
Israel, you really owe it to yourself 
to at least tune into these primal 
rumblings. From the gospel open¬ 
ing “Nobody’s Fault But Mine” to 
the final arrival at “Kashmir,” this 
is a musical exploration as adven¬ 
turous as an old-time expedition 
through distant, uncharted lands.

It was in this spirit that 25-year- 
old Gan Lev played it, producing 
delightfully soft tones even in the 
louder passages and displaying 
dexterity and a pleasing command 
of breathing technique in the tech¬ 
nically demanding ones. 

In Debussy's Saxophone Rhap¬ 
sody he sensitively expressed the 
wistful melancholy and the alter¬ 
nating Spanish-inspired rhythms 
of this, for the saxophone in 1911, 
still experimental-sounding work. 

There is nothing much to write 
home about Schumann's Her¬ 
mann and Dorothy overture in its 
first JSO performance. If one 
must hear paraphrases of the 
“Marseillaise,” a preferable 
choice might be the “Two Grena¬ 
diers" song.

ONE OF the occasional joys of 
concert reviewing is to be able to 
point out that there is an outstand¬ 
ing musician who deserves to be 
much better known to the local 
audience. , 

This is the case with pianist Va¬ 
dim Monastirsky, who came here 
four yearn ago from St. Peters¬ 
burg, where he taught for 20 years 
at its academy. 

In spite of this, he cannot be 
categorized in what is customarily 
called the Russian school of pia¬ 
nists. ... r 

Although the technical perfec¬ 
tion is there, almost as a matter of 
course, it never becomes an end in 
itself as something to show on 
with, but always remains in the 
service of a significant musical 


purpose. 

There is no harsh touch, even in 
strong passages of Schumann’s 
Symphonic Etudes or Chopin’s 
Etudes op. 10. but always a well- 
rounded. impressively sonorous 
sound without sharp edges. 

Forceful passages are delivered 
powerfully, designed to create a 
well-calculated contrast with an 
immediately following soft epi¬ 
sode, often played with ethereal 
lightness. 

The musical expressiveness 
sounds convincingly genuine, 
without any melodramatic pose. 
This combination of virtuoso ac¬ 
complishment and an artistic per¬ 
sonality of remarkable stature is 
what places Monastirsky in a class 
by himself.

ENCOUNTERS FOR chamber 
orchestra by Jan Radzynski has a 
topography but little physiogno¬ 
my. It is an Arabish work, built 
from Middle-Eastern motifs. 

It is warm, colored with glissan- 
do slides, micro-tonal ornaments 
and well constructed - logical and 
coherent. Yet the thematic mate¬ 
rial leaves little impression once 
the work is over. 

Violin soloist Ilya Kaler. 31. is 
an imemational-caliber virtuoso 
who seemed to be taking a night 
off in this performance of Tchai¬ 
kovsky’s Violin Concerto, op. 35. 
His sound was not engaging, nor 
did he turn a persuasive phrase. 

It sounded good but it didn’t 
sound like music, might be one’s 
reaction after hearing young and 
eager Christoph Campestrini 
(Austria) conduct Schubert s 
Fourth Symphony ("Tragic ") in C 
minor. 

Campestrini managed to force

IHOSE who saw Carolyn 
Carlson during her visits 
here 20 years ago will re¬ 
member her skills as a dancer. 

Her September was therefore no 
surprise, nor even her fine solo in 
it. 

Especially noteworthy in the 
performance, by the Helsinki City 
Theater Dance Company at the 
Mann Auditorium in Tel Aviv 
(November 14), was Carlson's 
persisting inventiveness - and that 
she looked not a day older. 

The Helsinki company of a doz¬ 
en handsome men and beautiful 
women (when they didn’t wear di¬ 
sheveled wigs) had with them an 
exceptional violinist whose play¬ 
ing blended marvelously with syn¬ 
thesized sound in a collage that 
ranged from Baroque to rock and 
carried reminders that Sibelius 
was a Finn. 

One of the dancers, who once 
appeared in a local production by 
Rina Schenfeld, was a son of fall¬ 
en angel (with little wings) - less 
dazzling, but more mature. 

The stage setting was unusual, 
with large pieces of furniture that 
looked like cupboards still found 
in well-established homes. 

There was an old-fashioned pi¬ 
ano-organ with its keyboard spill¬ 
ing out awry (the spent summer?). 

A platform stretched into the 
auditorium and served first for a 
funeral of an old crone and later 


for more puzzling purposes. 

A weakness in the choreogra¬ 
phy was that often too many dif¬ 
ferent things were going on at the 
same time on the wide stage, re¬ 
quiring some rubber-necking, or 
more than one pair of eyes. 

Mostly, however, the images 
were well spaced and clear-cut and 
the group routines were 
outstanding. 

What it all signified is hard to 
put into words. There was gloom 
and doom and action and passion 
enough to keep interest afloat un¬ 
til it ended with a man sinking into 
a bath and an outsize umbrella 
coming down like a nuclear cloud. 

AT THE American Cultural Cen¬ 
ter in Jerusalem (November 17) 
Rachel Bilski-Cohen talked about 
how American choreographer 
Mark Morris turned the Nutcrack¬ 
er ballet into his own work. The 
Hard Nut. 

She showed excerpts illustrating 
sections of earlier versions and the 
Morris version, and the compari¬ 
sons indicated that the changes 
hardly made worthwhile innova¬ 
tions. and left out some important 
- indeed, immortal - points. 

Where, for instance, was the 
wonderful transformation scene 
when the Nutcracker-Prince takes 
Clara to the Land of Sweets - and 
where, oh where, was the Sugar 
Plum Fairy?

R OB Morrow is in the mid¬ 
dle of his great leap. 

And he’s smiling that fa¬ 
miliar. self-satisfied smile of his - 
all crinkles around the eyes. 

And why not’.’ After four years 
on CBS's Northern Exposture as 
the ever-irritable Joel Fleischman 
- the New York physician who 
found himself indentured to a tiny 
town in Alaska called Cicely - 
Morrow is preparing for his happy 
escape, a farewell episode for the 
character scheduled for February 
jin the US; the program has been 
broadcast here sporadically on 
Thursday nights. Channel L] 
“It's beautiful." Morrow says 
during an interview at the hotel 
where he's promoting his book of 
behind-the-scenes snapshots 
called Northern Exposures. 

“I can't think of another in- 
‘stance in television where they've 
done ir so beautifully.” he says. 
“Usually, if a character is going to 
go. either he doesn't show up at 
the beginning of the season, or 
they kill him off - something 
abrupt. 

“But because we've had enough 
time to plan it, they're doing what 
I call ‘the greening of Joel.’ He 
kind of goes up river a la Joseph 
Conrad's Heart of Darkness and 
goes native for a period of five or 
six episodes.” 

What's most satisfying; he says, 
is a sense of evolution. “It would 
have been so disappointing to me 
to have him get on a plane and go 
back to New York.” he says. 

Morrow, of course, is in the 
midst of his own professional evo¬ 
lution. Having received rave re¬ 
views for his starring role os Rich¬ 
ard Goodwin in the critically 
acclaimed Quiz Show, he's mak¬ 
ing feature films his full-time job. 

He admits to some healthy fears 
about leaving television, even 
though making movies has always 
been his dream. 

Though Morrow doesn't apolo¬ 
gize for his well-publicized squab¬ 
bles with the producers of North¬ 
ern Exposure - sometimes over 
money, sometimes over creative 
choices - he steps away, he says, 
“with sadness.” 

And indeed, his affection for 
the show and his fellow cost mem¬ 
bers is evident in the family photo- 
album motif that holds his book 

together. . • 

For years, the New Yorktbom 
actor has spent time in between 
acting jobs taking photographs - a 
hobby he picked up from his 
father. 

“I think I picked it up. con¬ 
sciously anyway, because there's 
so much downtime as an actor," 
he says. “And the idea of having 
something that I could do without 
having to get anyone's permission, 
approval or finances was just 
something I wanted to explore 
esthetically." 

Morrow says he used to give the 
photos he took to his colleagues as 
gifts. 

“The thing about Northern Ex¬ 
posure was that I’d been here for 
4ki years, and so the book was 
thicker than anything I’d ever had, 
and I thought people who watched 
the show would like it. It’s basical¬ 
ly just a commercialized version of 
my own personal moments." 

But there was something else 
going on. 

“I think it was preparing me to 
learn how to frame a world,” says 
Morrow. He also wrote, produced 
and directed a short film called 
The Silent Alarm, which had its 
premiere last spring at the Seattle 
Film Festival. 

(Morrow lives in Seattle, not far 
from Roslyn, Washington, where 
Northern Exposure is filmed.) 

If he were to take a photograph 
of his life right now. a psychologi¬ 
cal self-portrait, "it would be a 
blur,” he laughs. 

“It would be utterly soft focus 
and look, like I had Tourette syn¬ 
drome.” (The Hartford Courant)

private sector to start in ’95 down 29 % 


MEAT imports by the private sec¬ 
tor will be allowed staring January 
1, 1995, the Ministry of Industry 
and Trade announced yesterday. 

Industry and Trade Minister 
Micha Harish ordered the Food 
Authority to issue import permits 
to those requesting them follow¬ 
ing Attorney-General Michael 
Ben-Yair’s opinion that the minis¬ 
try has committed itself to ap¬ 
prove meat imports. 

Wi thin three weeks, a report 
detailing the ministry's organiza¬ 
tion as a result of the changes will 
be presented to Harish*. 

The minister will present the de*. 
dsion to the cabinet soon and will 
officially notify the Knesset Eco¬ 
nomics Committee, explaining 
that the move represents a change 
in the status quo. Until now. meat 
imports have been prohibited due 
to regulations protecting local 
products. 

Both kosher and non-kosher

meat can be imported under the 
law. Food Authority Director 
Yoram Levy said. He estimates 
that duties on meat imports will be 
about 16 percent, although the ac¬ 
tual tariffs will be based on the 
product's country of origin. The 
free trade agreement with the Eu¬ 
ropean Union does not cover agri¬ 
cultural products, while the ~ac- 
cord with the US does. Levy said a 
limited tax can be imposed on US 
meat, although no customs can be 
collected. 

Galit Lipkis Beck adds: 

Local meat producers will have 
to reduce the price of delicatessen 
meat and specialize in specialty 
meat production for the delicates¬ 
sen sectorto compete with im¬ 
ports. a source involved in the lo¬ 
cal meat industry said yesterday. 

He added the opening of meat 
imports will significantly reduce 


prices and increase the selection of 
meat available to customers, ar 
the expense of local production. 

Mordechai Kreiner. vice presi¬ 
dent of purchasing and merchan¬ 
dising at Super-Sol. which has im¬ 
ported 20 tons of meat products 
for the current American Food 
Festival, said the chain is looking 
into importing kosher meat prod¬ 
ucts from Europe. 

"We have to see how the public 
will react to the products import¬ 
ed. and then see what else we can 
bring in. We are looking into im¬ 
porting from Europe, the only 
problem is that the items have to 
be kosher,” he said. 

Omri Padan. manager of the 
country’s McDonald's franchise, 
said the chain plans to continue to 
purchase kosher meat from Hod 
Lavan. which is manufactured ac¬ 
cording to the chain's standards.

Ex-Isramco head acquitted of insider trading 


ALEX Helfman, former director of Isramco, 
was acquitted of two counts of insider trading 
by Tel Aviv Magistrate's Court yesterday. 

Helfman was charged with abusing his posi¬ 
tion to gain access to oil drilling information at 
the company's Ashdod site. 

According to the prosecution, in May 3990 
he bought NTS 30.000 in oil shares based on 
insider information. 

Two days after the purchase, the prosecu¬ 
tion charged, he gave insider information to his 
investment advisor. Analyst Director Ehud 
Shiloni. 

Judge Bracha Ophir accepted Heilman's not 
guilty plea ruling that Helfman did not expect 
that his friend and advisor. Shiloni, would use 
the" information. 

In acquitting him on all charges, she also 
ruled the prosecution did not prove that the 
information was essential and had been con¬ 
cealed from the public.

Helfman made the purchase one day after 
the company had announced to the TASE that 
it had found signs of gas and oil at the drill site. 

Shiloni's name was also cleared in the 
judge's ruling, since he did not execute a pur¬ 
chase based on information he received from 
Helfman. 

"The Securities Authority's aim was to try to 
besmirch Isramco and/or persons connected 
with it.” Helfman said immediately after the 
verdict. 

Later, he added: "The fact that the court 
acquitted me proves that these charges should 
not have been brought. The damage caused to 
me has been enormous. 

Helfman resigned from his positions as Is¬ 
ramco director and as a member of JOEL's 
board of directors after the charges. He still 
serves as secretary of Passport and has an 


advisory position at Isramco. 

Helfman's lawyer Uri Rosenberg preferred 
not to comment on his client's charge that he had 
been persecuted by the Securities Authority, but 
emphasized the acquittal was a full one. 

“He was charged on two counts: one con¬ 
cerning a deal done for his own personal gain 
and the second that he had given insider infor¬ 
mation." he said. 

"The judge ruled on the first count that 
Helfman did not possess the information when 
he made the purchase. As to the second count, 
not all transfer of information is considered 
insider information. Alex Helfman did not 
have to assume that Ehud Shiloni would make 
use of the information, just as in practice Ehud 
Shiloni did not make use of the information.” 

Rosenberg added that "the second count 
would not even be considered a case in the US. 
where a tip is not considered an offense so long 
as no use is made by the tippee.” 


Direct disaster 
compensation 
to farmers 
considered

THE Agriculture Ministry is 
working on a plan to substitute 
commercial insurance against nat¬ 
ural disasters for direct govern¬ 
ment compensation to formers. 
Agriculture Minister Ya’acov 
Tsur told the Knesset State Con¬ 
trol Committee yesterday. 

.In order not to over-burden the 
formers, however, the govern¬ 
ment would pay part of the premi¬ 
um on such insurance, he said. 

The committee was discussing 
the recent cabinet derision to de¬ 
clare last winter a natural disaster 
for the fruit and citrus sectors. 

Committee chairman David Ma- 
geo JUkud) wanted to know why 
the ministry has not yet implement¬ 
ed recommendations by the state 
comptroller and the attorney-gen¬ 
eral that the damage assessments 
not be conducted by the Fund for 
Natural Disasters in Agriculture, 
for fear of a conflicts of interest. 
Since this fund offers insurance for 
certain types of disasters, it has an 
interest in increasing the govern¬ 
ment’s payments to decrease claims 
against itself. 

Ministry director-general Yona- 
tan Bassey said the ministry sim¬ 
ply has not had time to implement 
this recommendation. 

When the government offered 
compensation for the blizzards of 
1991-92, he explained, it was em¬ 
broiled in an endless series of dis¬ 
cussions with growers over how 
much compensation each fanner 
was entitled to. Therefore, he 
said, the cabinet has decided to 
approve a global sum of NIS 95 
million, to be given to. the grow¬ 
ers’ organizations, which will be in 
charge of distributing the money 
to individual formers.

Panel facilitates government board 
job search for qualified women 


THE Government Companies 
Authority will send information 
about avaflable slctts on the boards 
of directors of government com¬ 
panies to women’s organizations, 
so that qualified women can be 
found to apply, the Knesset Fi¬ 
nance Committee's capital mar¬ 
kets subcommittee decided 
yesterday. 

The authority also agreed, at 
the subcommittee's suggestion, to 
publish ads in the papers twice a 
year showing the total numberof 
vacant slots on all state-owned 
firms' boards. 

Finally, the authority and vari¬ 
ous women's organizations will 
work together to compile a data¬ 
base of qualified women candi¬ 
dates, the subcommittee derided. 

The subcommittee, headed by 
Silvan Shalom (Likud), was dis-

cussing how to implement a law 
requiring equal representation for 
women on the boards of govern¬ 
ment companies, in light of a re¬ 
cent High Court of Justice ruling 
disqualifying the appointment of 
several men because the govern¬ 
ment had not made a good-faith 
effort to find women. 

Mordechai Ben-Dror, who 
heads a committee that must ap¬ 
prove all appointments to the 
boards of government companies, 
said that whenever a minister sub¬ 
mits a list of male candidates, the 
committee sends it back with a 
recommendation that the minister 
rethink the appointments due to 
the law. 

He said, however, if the minis¬ 
ter does not change bis mind, the 


committee cannot refuse to ap¬ 
prove the candidates. It is allowed 
to nix candidates only if they 
lack the necessary qualifications 
or if they are political 
appointments. 

Head of the Government Com¬ 
panies Authority Yossi Nitzani 
told the committee there are 867 
men and 82 women sitting on the 
boards of government firms, and 
there are 436 open places. If non¬ 
profit corporations are taken into 
account, there are 975 male direc¬ 
tors and 109 women. 

However, both Nitzani and 
Ben-Dror said the trend is improv¬ 
ing. In the 14 months since the Jaw 
was passed. 84 of the 554 appoint¬ 
ments made have been women. 
And last month. 13 of the 38 ap¬ 
pointments approved by the com¬ 
mittee were women.

UNITED Mizrahi Bank (UMB) 
yesterday reported a 29 percent 
drop in unaudited third quarter net 
profits compared with the corre¬ 
sponding period last year, reflecting 
the bank's dependence on income 
from capital market activity. 

In the next two days, the two 
consortiums participating in the 
hank’s purchase are expected to 
submit their final bids to Ml Hold¬ 
ings. the government-owned com¬ 
pany in charge of the sale. The 
bidders will base their final offers 
on Mizrahi's third-quarter results. 
Sources close to the sale said yester¬ 
day there is a chance the bank will 
be* sold by the end of the week. 

Mizrahi posted a third-quarter 
net profit of NIS 26.1 million, 
down from MS 36.2m. in the 
same period last year. In the nine- 
month period, the bank's net prof¬ 
its fell 22% to NIS S4.7m.. from 
NIS 10S.5m. 

Annualized return on equity fell 
to 9.5%. from 14% in the same 
period last vear and 14.1% for all 
of 1993. 

A 73.6% drop in provisions for 
doubtful debts to NTS 7.4m.. from 
NIS 28m.. contributed to Mizra¬ 
hi’s third-quarter results. Manage¬ 
ment said the decline reflected an 
improvement in'its credit 
portfolio. 

Earnings from financing opera¬ 
tions before provision for doubtful 
debts fell 9.1% to NIS 138m.. 
from NIS I51.9m. 

Total operating and other in¬ 
come fell 10.6% in the third quar¬ 
ter to NIS 115.7m.. from 
NIS 129.4m. The decrease was 
primarily blamed on the foil in the 
stock market and related activities 
which reduced commission 
earned. 

Operating expenses for the pe¬ 
riod rose S.3% to NIS 180m. due 
to the opening of new branches 
and the hiring of additional staff. 

fa the third quarter, Mizrahi's 
international operations reduced 
losses. Mizrahi's Imemarional 
Holdings B.V.. the 94%-owned 
Dutch company through which 
the bank owns its US and Swiss 
subsidiaries, reported an inflation 
accounting-adjusted loss of 
NIS 500.000 compared with a 
NIS 6.8m. loss in the same quarter 
last year. 

In the first nine months of the 
year. LIMB Trust Company New 
York reported a net loss of S1.7m. 
versus a net loss of $800,000 in the 
corresponding period last year.

Shavit made the announcement following a recent High Court deri¬ 
sion which found that loss of value damage - the lower resale value of a 
car that has been in an accident - is a direct damage which shbuld be 
covered by insurance. 

The committee will determine whether loss of value damage coverage 
is a mandatory or optional part of a standard car insurance policy. 
Should it be mandatory, basic policy owners will be required to pay for 
the coverage, which most likely will increase premium payments. 

The committee will recommend criteria to determine the extent of the 
loss of value damage. It will also price the coverage for such da mag e at 
various levels of deductibles and look at its impact on the price of 
insurance, whether it be mandatory or optional. 

The committee will be beaded by Prof. David Sasscm and includes 
representatives from the Treasury, the Transportation Ministry, the 
Consumer Protection Authority, insurance companies and appraisers.

In 
Canada, the pension age will have 
to be raised to 81 if in 2010 the 
country wants to give retirees 
the benefits that are provided 
today. 

Kaul added that further privati¬ 
zation of government services 
“will force them to suit themselves 
to competition in their field and 
even threaten, the vocational bal¬ 
ance. There will be a chance in the 
relationships between manage¬ 
ment and works committees." 


He said that instead of investing 
most efforts on struggles for high¬ 
er wages, labor representatives 
will shift their focus to ensuring a 
place of work and helping to give 
staffers a feeling of belonging. 

Industrial globalization will in¬ 
crease. and some 100 giant inter¬ 
national firms will own half of the 
world's economic properties. De¬ 
spite that, individualization will 
increase, especially the ability of 
individuals to work and shop from 
home via computer networks and 
telephone lines. 

Kaul also predicted the average 
person will have to switch careen* 
two or three times in a lifetime 
because changing technology will 
make certain jobs obsolete. 

“To the white-collar and blue- 
collar workers will be added a 
gold-collar comprised of interna¬ 
tional experts who will work with¬ 
out dependence on political bor¬ 
ders." he said.

Coffee prices tumble; ‘honeymoon is over’ 


LONDON (Reuter) - World cof¬ 
fee prices tumbled yesterday and 
stood down 25 percent from a re¬ 
cent eight-year high as a sell-off 
followed speculation that supplies 
were not as tight as it seemed and 
positions created after a Brazilian 
drought had been overdone. 

“The honeymoon is over. Many 
people who overeacted to weather 
news from Brazil are now paying,” 
one trader said. 


Traders said there could soon be 
fresh falls in the price of world 
futures for coffee beans. Roasters, 
who turn beans into coffee on su¬ 
permarket shelves, showed scant 
inclination to buy right now. Sup¬ 
ply also seemed set to exceed 
expectations. 

Consumers could therefore 
hope that prices at the check-out 
would stay flat despite frost and 
later drought in Brazil. 


Coffee prices quadrupled to 
$4,140 in September after news of 
two frosts and then drought in 
Brazil, the biggest producer. 

Since then, the price for the sec¬ 
ond month London futures con¬ 
tract has slumped to a low of 
$3,080 as disappointed players liq¬ 
uidated positions built before Bra¬ 
zil 1995-96 crop estimates. 

Dealers said there was now a

Alcatel QT

PARIS (Reuter) - Pierre Guichet, 
chairman and chief executive of 
Alcatel CIT was detained yester¬ 
day as part of an investigation into 
alleged overtiming of France Tele¬ 
com by up to two bifl ion francs, 
legal sources said. 

Guichet had been placed under 
formal investigation in May but 
investigating judge Jean-Marie 
d’Huy decided yesterday to have 
him held in custody as the scope of 
the probe widened. 

D’Huy, from the Evry southern 
suburb of Paris, on July 4 also 
questioned Pierre Suard, the 
chairman and chief executive of 
parent company Alcatel-Alsthom, 
for many hours in connection with 
allegations that he had underpaid 
for work done at houses he owned. 

The judge was orgiaally in¬ 
structed to hear a fraud case 
against two former Alcatel em¬ 
ployees, Jose Corral and Antoine 
Leal but, during that process, alle¬ 
gations of wide-spread wrongdo¬ 
ing at the group emerged. 

Alcatel-CIT, which says it was 
the victim of actions by Corral and 
Leal late last year paid 62.5 mil¬ 
lion francs to France Telecom, its 
biggest client, for an estimated 80 
million franc overbilling on trans¬ 
mission equipment 

But last summer a former ac¬ 
countant of the company told 
D’Huy that CIT had also over¬ 
charged France Telecom for pub¬ 
lic switches and the judge bad legal 
officers raid its headquarters in 
Vezelay, south of Paris, on Octo¬ 
ber 13 to seize documents.

Man Utd fights for European survival 


LONDON (AP) - Having redis¬ 
covered its winning form at borne, 
Manchester United must now 
travel to Sweden to fight for its 
European survival. 

The two-time English champi¬ 
ons beat Crystal Palace 3-0 on Sat¬ 
urday to move into the top spot in 
the Premier League for the first 
rime this season. It was United’s 
eighth consecutive home league 
victory. 

But foe Reds have yet to enjoy 
the same kind of success in the 
Champions League, winning only 
one of four games in the round- 
robin competition. Barcelona em¬ 
barrassed the English club 4-0 
three weeks ago, and another loss 
tomorrow to IFK Goteborg would 
likely eliminate United from con¬ 


tention for a quarter-final berth. 

Goteborg is the surprise leader 
in Group A of the 16-team Cham¬ 
pions League with six points in 
four games. Barcelona is second 
with five points and United has 
four. If Goteborg beats United 
dnd Barcelona defeats Turkish 
club Galatasaray in Istanbul to¬ 
morrow, the Swedish and Spanish 
teams would clinch the group’s 
two quarter-final berths with one 
game remaining. 

Even a draw against Goteborg 
would be disastrous for.United, 
because it would mean Barcelona 
and the Swedish club could play to 
a mutually beneficial draw in the 
final round of games on December 
7. 

Elsewhere in the Champions 


League tomorrow, Dutch champi¬ 
on Ajax needs only a draw against 
AC Milan to clinch a place in foe 
final eight from Group D. Defend¬ 
ing champion Milan, having its 
most difficult season in recent 
years, will be playing its second 
consecutive “home” game at Tri¬ 
este, some 400 kilometers from 
Milan, as punishment for a bottle- 
throwing incident earlier in the 
campaign. 

The winner of the Group C 
game between Benfica and Haj- 
duk Split in Portugal gains a berth, 
and both will qualify if it’s a draw. 
Bayern Munich has an outside 
chance oi securing its playoff spot 
from Group B if it beats Paris 
Saint-Germain, which has already 
qualified. 


For Manchester United, a spate 
of injury problems has played hav¬ 
oc with Ferguson’s selection plans.

United beat Goteborg 4-2 at 
Manchester in September, but 
Goteborg has since defeated Bar¬ 
celona and Galatasaray, both 
home wins.

Histadrut split 
with Ramon 
over COL deal

HISTADRUT leaders of ill fac¬ 
tions yesterday came out strongly 
against the deal being worked out 
by Finance Minister Avraham 
Shohat and Histadrut Chairman 
Haim Ramon to cut the cost-of- 
living wage adjustment. 

This is the first serious split in 
the Histadrut leadership between 
Ramon and his Ram colleagues, 
and if the issue were put to a vote, 
Ramon might find himself in the 
minority. 

Shohat’s statement - that an 
agreement in principle was 
reached with the Histadrut to cut 
2% from the COL increase - 
raised a storm in the Histadrut yes¬ 
terday . 

Bat Ramon hastened to deny it, 
stressing that “the Histadrut and 
Treasury are veiy far from agree¬ 
ment on such a deal not even in 
principle. We will not let the wage- 
earned net pay be reduced and if 
inflation exceeds 10 % we will de¬ 
mand full compensation in the 
COL increase.” 

However, Ramon admitted dur¬ 
ing the Histadrut executive meet¬ 
ing last week that such a deal is 
indeed being hammered out, in¬ 
cluding the 2% cut in the COL 
raise to be paid employees, in ex¬ 
change for a 1.4% cut in the health 
tax. 

Labor Party Histadrut faction 
head Haim Haberfeld said Ramon 
does not have a mandate to reduce 
the COL increase, and demanded 


an urgent convention of the Hista¬ 
drut parliament to debate the is¬ 
sue. Such a deal cannot be 
‘‘cooked clandestinely by Ramon 
and Shohat without any public 
scrutiny,” he said. 

Haberfeld doubted whether Ra¬ 
mon would have the required ma¬ 
jority to close a deal with the Trea¬ 
sury before the issue was debated 
democratically. “I suspect that his 
main motive is not his concern for 
the workers’ wages but his own 
political ambitions. He is afraid his 
popularity would be impaired by 
the health tax known as the ‘Ra¬ 
mon Tax’ - and is eager to reduce 
it, on the backs of the workers.” 

Ramon's own faction members, 
MKs Ran Cohen and Haim Oron, 
yesterday blasted the proposed 
package deal, which they said 
would increase poverty among the. 
lower income classes and barm 
pensioners and lower to middle 
class wage earners. 

‘‘The wage earners deserve a real 
compensation for the price hikes 
during the past half year, which 
have reached 5%, and now the 
finance minister wants to cut this 
compensation considerably,” said 
Cohen. 

Joint (Jewish-Arab) List leader 
Binyamin Gonen said he would 
resign the day the Histadrut signs 
an agreement to cut down the 
COL increase. So far Gonen has 
been the only executive member 
to oppose Ramon openly. 


Bill approved to reduce 
purchase tax on flats

PURCHASE taxes on apartments 
would be reduced by a bill ap¬ 
proved by the Knesset Finance 
Committee yesterday. 

The bill, by Avraham Poraz 
(Meretz), will now go to the ple¬ 
num for its first reading. 

At present, purchase tax on 
apartments is 0.5% of the first 
NIS 136,560, 3.5% of the portion 
between NIS 136,560 and 
NIS 338,410, and 4.5% of any¬ 
thing over NIS 338,410. Poraz’s 
btli would reduce the tax to 05% 
on the first 180,000, 1% between 
NIS 180,000 and NIS 450,000, 
2.5% between NIS 450,000 and 
NIS 750,000, 3.5% between 
NIS 750,000 and NIS 1.05 million, 
and 4.5% for anything over 
NIS 1.05m. 

Thus, the buyer would save 
some NIS 1,300 on a house worth 
NIS 180,000, NIS 3,550 on a 
house worth NIS 270,000, 
NIS 6,020 on a house worth 
NIS 360,000 and NIS 11,170 on a 
house worth NIS 750,000. 

The Treasury opposed the bill 
saying it would cost it some 
NIS 600m. a year. However, 
Poraz argued that it will reduce the 
price of apartments and thereby 
make it easier for people to both 
buy and sell. 

Furthermore, he said, the tax is 
unjust, since it is on file entire sale 
price rather than merely on the 
. seller’s profit. 

The bill is one of two measures 
passed by Knesset committees re¬ 
cently to reduce purchase taxes on 
apartments. A. few weeks ago, the 
Economics Committee passed a 


biU by Meir Sheetrif (Likud) to 
exempt apartments worth up to 
$120,000 from purchase tax entire¬ 
ly. This bill has also been sent Go 
die plenum for its first reading. 

In other news, the committee 
yesterday discussed a government 
bill to extend die exemption on 
municipal rates (arnona) given 
government buildings for another 
year. The exemption will save the 
Treasury some NIS 400m. a year. 

Several MKs - including some 
coalition MKs - said they opposed 
the proposal 

“The government is sitting on 
very expensive lands today,” said 
Arid Weinstein (Likud). “And it 
has no incentive to vacate these 
buildings [as long as it doesn’t pay 
amona].” 

Yosef Vaxumu (Likud) said that 
if the government would pay its 
fair share, cities would be able to 
give discounts to those who really 
need it, such as families with many 
children. 

However, committee chairman 
Gedalya Gal (Labor) and coalition 
whip Avraham Poraz (Meretz) 
both said that while canceling the 
exemption would be right in prin¬ 
ciple, the government could not 
afford to suddenly be dumped with 
another NIS 400m. in expenses. 

The government is currently 
spending billions on the deficits of 
the local authorities. However, 
Porez said, the municipalities who 
are in need of this aid are not those 
who would benefit from making 
the government pay amona, since 
most of the state’s property is in 
well-off cities such as Tel Aviv.

MAPAM is severely tightening its 
belt and dismissing nearly half of 
the employees at party headquar¬ 
ters due to loss of revenue from 
the Histadrut. 

This year, the party is expecting 
to have at least NIS 1 million less 
for its operative budget due to 
lowered political revenues from 
the Histadrut, according to a re¬ 
port by party secretary-general 
Victor Blith. The party’s operative 
budget for 1994 was NTS 15m. 

In the past, Mapam was one of 
the Histadrut giants and the funds 
funneled to it by the Labor federa¬ 
tion accounted for much of its in¬ 
come. But as part of the Meretz 
contingent its representation 
shrank, as did its income. 

In addition, the political alloca¬ 
tions are being trimmed for all par¬ 
ties represented in the Histadrut, 
leaving Mapam strapped for cash. 

This resulted in doing away with 
various departments, a lower op¬ 
erational budget and the mainte¬ 
nance at party headquarters of a 
skeleton staff of only 17 salaried 
employees, as against 35 thus far. 

Mapam is not alone - Labor was 
hit battler due to its debacle in the 
May Histadrut elections, a fact 
which deprived the party of much 
of its income and douL The Labor 
belt-tightening led to the shut¬ 
down of Labor party headquarters 
for several months and to the dis¬ 
missal of hundreds of employees.

THE reluctance of Jordanian au¬ 
thorities to issue export permits to 
Jordanian traders prevented the 
arrival of 40 tons of tomatoes yes¬ 
terday. tomato importers said. 

The agriculture Ministry said 
three importers were scheduled to 
receive the Jordanian tomatoes at 
the Jordan River Bridge yesterday 
morning, but the Jordanians did 
not inform the importers of prob¬ 
lems in supplying the tomatoes. 
The importers suspect the Jordani¬ 
an authorities are only issuing im¬ 
port licenses to traders with 
contacts. 


In the meantime, Agrexco is ex¬ 
pected to receive a shipment of 25 
tons of tomatoes from Europe. 
The company has already import- - 
ed 85 tons of tomatoes from 
Europe. 

According to the ministry, vege¬ 
table prices have increased 100% 
on average since the start of No¬ 
vember. The wholesale price of 
tomatoes has increased to NIS 9 - 
NIS 10 per kilo from NIS 5 per 
kilo, onions have gone up to 
NIS 2.8 per kSo from NIS 1.6 per 
Irik) and the price of cucumbers 
has almost doubled to NIS 2.8. -
